c. Following an earlier sus- 
pension of the flight, a Cubana air- 
lines lL-18 arrived in Rio de Jan- 
eiro on Tuesday and returned to 
Havana yesterday with a load of 
Latin American del egates to atte nd 
the celebrations. 
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3. South Vietnam a, Nhu continues to meet with 

army generals. His purpose, he has 
told them, is to surface and ’’deflate’* 
some of the problems that may be 
troubling them.

tactics he may well have 
succeeded in his evident real pur- 
pose which is to smoke out and dis- 
arm those who have harbored thoughts 
of a coup.

C. Czechoslovakia Czech party boss Novotny, a Stalin- 
ist from way back who is in bad odor with Khru- 
shchev, has been unable with threats and warnings 
to stifle the demand for liberalization among intel- 
lectuals inside the party and out. He has refrained 
so far from using the repressive measures he knows 
best, possibly because he no longer can. The bold- 
ness of his critics suggests they have found impor- 
tant support in high places.
